SUBJECT: Advisory Council on Tribal Justice Issues

The United States has a unique relationship with Indian tribes that gives rise to broad
federal responsibilities in Indian country. Because the activities impacting Indian Country
involves many of the diverse policy and practice areas of the Department, those responsibilities
are carried out by a number of different components within the Department. For reasons of
consistency and resource allocation, it is important that the actions of the various components be
coordinated. To this end, I am establishing an Advisory Council on Tribal Justice Issues. This
Council will meet periodically to review and discuss issues and major actions affecting the
Department’s work in Indian country.

The Council will include components consistently involved in Indian country activities.
Components with episodic Indian country activities will be invited as appropriate. In addition to
the Office of the Deputy Attorney General and the Office of Tribal Justice, the standing Council
will include:
